FINDINGS OF FACT AND CONCLUSIONS OF TAW

This matter comes before the Zoning Commissioner as a Petition for
Variance for the property located at 12 Brookings Court in the Carney
section of Baltimore County. The Petition is filed by David W. Poole and
Janie N. Taylor-Poole, his wife, property owners. Variance relief is
requested from Secticon 400.1 of the Baltimore County Zoning Regqulations
(BCZR) to allow an acgessory structure (swimming pool) to be located in
the side yard, in lieu of the required rear vard. The subject property
and requested relief are more particulariy shown on Petitioners' Exhibit
No. 1, the plan to accompany the Petition for Zoning Variance.

This matter was originally filed as an administrative variance, pursu-
ant to Section 26-127 of the Baltimore County Code. That section provides
authority to the Zoning Comuissioner to grant zoning variances without a
public hearing for residentially zoned properties which are own-
er/occupied. However, the Code further provides that a public hearing
shall be scheduled if reguested by any interested property owner or occu-

pant within 1,000 £L. of the subject site. Although originally posted as

f‘ an administrative variance, a request for public hearing was received and
{. the matter duly scheduled.

g? g Appearing at the public hearing held for this case were the aforemen-
gﬁ §§ - tioned David W. Poole and Janie N. Taylor-Poole, property owners. Also
J 0

appearing on their behalf was Al Erxdi, Professional Engineer/Consultant.
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Alsc appearing in support of the Petition was Tony and Sheila Gordon,
adjacent property owners. Michael R. Geisler and Bernard Rohier appeared
as Protestants/interested persons.

Testimony and evidence presented was that the subject lot is approxi-
mately .21 acres in area and is zoned D.R.3.5. The site is improved by an
existing single family dwelling and parking pad/driveway. The Petitioners
have owned +Lhe property since 19%9%. They are original owners wlithin the
subdivision known as Brittany.

Further testimony and evidence offered was that the Petitioners' rear
vard is severely sloped and unusable. Moreover, the Petitioners desire to
have installed a kidney shaped 17 ft. x 30 ft. inground swimming pool.
They have retained Mr. Erdi for this purpose. Owing to the steep slope on
the property, they propose to place the pool in the side yard as shown on
the site plan. The pool will be fenced and a concrete pad will surround
the pool.

In that the BCZR requires that all accessory structures {including
swimming pools) be located in the rear yard, the subject variance is re-
quested.

Mr. and Mrs. Tony Gordon, who reside next door, appeared in support
of the request. They have no objection to the pool being located, as
shown, irrespective of the fact that they are the most affected neighbor.

Appearing as interested persons were Messrs. Michael A. Geisler and
Bernard Robier. These gantlemen both reside nearby. They also produced
letters from other neighbors who voiced concerns over the pool and its
potential effect on property values.

buring the course of the hearing, I advised all parties present that
the Zoning Commissioner is empowered to attach reasonable restrictions to
the grant of any variance. The parties agreed that 1if the variance were
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granted, a restriction requiring landscaping of the pool should be re-
quired. This would buffer the pool from neighboring properties and miti-
gate its impact on the surrounding locale.

Baged on the evidence and testimony offered, I am persuaded that the
Petitien should be granted. The severe slope at the rear yard of the
property presents a unique characteristic to this site which supports a
finding of practical difficulty. Moreover, I am persuaded that a grant of
the variance will not be detrimental to the surrounding locale and is
within the spirit and intent of the BCZR.

As noted above, I will condition the relief granted. 1In this re-
spect, 1 will require the Petitioners to landscape/buffer the pool. Appro-
priate landscaping/buffering shall be installed to buffer the Gordon prop-
erty as well as the view of the pool from the street. Although fencing is
required under the Code, additional landscaping and plant material shall
also be installed. I shall leave it o the Petitioners and their neigh-
bors to decide upon the type and number of plant material to be in-
stalled. If they are unable to agree as to these specifics of the land-
scaping, then I direct that they consult with Avery Hardin, the County's
Landscape Architect. Mr. Hardin shall have the final authority to approve
any landscaping plan, if the parties are unable to reach agreement between
themselves.

Pursuant to the advertisement, posting of the property, and public
hearing on this Petition held, and for the reasons given above, the rellef
requested should be granted.

THEREFORE, IT IS ORDERED by the Zoning Commissioner for Baltimore
County this.;zz_# day of April, 1995 that a variance from Section 400.1 of
the Baltimore County Zoning Regulations (BCZR} to allow an accessory struc-
ture (swimming pool) ta bhe located in the side yard, in lieu of the re-

_3_.
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guired rear yard, be and is hereby GRANTED, subject, however, to the fol-

lowing restrictions which are conditions precedent to the relief granted

herein:

1. The Petitioners may apply for their building
permit and be granted same upon receipt of this
Order; however, Petitioners are hereby made aware
that proceeding at this time is at their own risk
until such time as the 30 day appellate process
from this Order has expired. 1If, for whatever
reason, this Order is reversed, the Petitioners
would be required to return, and be responsible
for returning, said property to its original
condition.

2. The subject pool shall be buffered by the
installation of landsecaping, upon such conditions
and limitations as set forth hereinabove.

3. When applving for a building permit, the
site plan filed must reference this case and set
forth and address the restriections of this Order.
